‘THE OFFENSE OF SPEAKER MILLER. 
. The offense committed by John Heary 
Miler in denying to ‘almost two-thirds of 


the members: of the/Illinois house the right, 


to a roll call incréases in gravity as it is 
more carefully examined. It is “a: high 
crime and misdemeanor.” It is directed 
primarily at Mr, Miller’s fellow members, 
but in its higher and fuller significance it 
is a blow at poptlar government. If such 
a usurpation of power could succeed it 
would mean for the tinie being a suspension 
the rights of every votér in the state, 

£ two-thirds of the members of the house 
exh be denied the right to vote there is no 
reason why all the members should not be: 
denied. Mr. Miller might be the whole 
house instead of being, as the law contem- 
plates, the servant of the house. Mr. Miller 
assassinated popular sovereignty when he 
denied the right of members-to be heard in 
the-aesembly to which they were lawfully 
‘No punishment can be too severe for 
Speaker*Miller. If the house should see 
fit-to:depose’and expel him it would do no 
more than its. plain duty., It would only; 
vindicate ites privileges,im an appropriate 
manner, Doubtless Mr. Miller will be

I am the servant to this house, and have neither 
eyes nor tongue to see or say anything but what 
they command me. 

Only one fate can overtake a man. ra) 
lacking in self-respect and common honesty, 
and that is the ultimate. contempt. of the 
pérsons he serves. He will pass into forget- 
fulness without enjoying the hearty good 
will of anybody—not even that of his pres- 
ent masters. In no fiture general assem- 
bly, in no political gathering, will he be 
4 treated with the same consideration as be- 
| fore. There will not be for him those things 
which should accompany old age, as “honor, 
love, obediente, troops of friends.” His 
portion -will ‘be ‘in the outer darkness and 
his reward will be neglect, decay, and polit- 
ical extinction. 

If this be true of Speaker Miller, what 
shall be said of the men who selected him 
for his ignoble duty and prompted him in 
the performance of it? They knew their 
man, They did not count too confidently 
upon his insensibility to public opinion or 
his light coneern for his own. reputation. 
‘Though they were not elected to the legisla- 
ture they put the office of speaker in com- 
mission and exercised its functions through 
| private channels; and they willfully and 
intentionally abused its powers. 

Is it right that Miller alone should be 
punished? Should the humble instrument 
be broken in pieces while those who con- 
trolled him escape. all punishment? 
peaple have short memcries, but they 
“pot forget the men who first elected 
‘and: then prompted him to acts which can 
only be described as political crimes. Sure- 
ly there is a day 6f wrath coming for the 
persons who directed Miller to commit his 
offenses. If. they cannot bé reached di- 
rectly they can be punished through the men 
mominate and. support -for office. 
Never again shotld it be said that men 
nominated for office by them are entitled 
to popular support. Sooner or later they 
will again be. candidates for office them- 
‘selves. Then they may trust to purchased 
friendships or popular forgetfulness for 
théir own reélections. But.they cannot ex-. 
pect soon to have their last great offense 
or forgiven at the polls. 


THE DEERING ‘SITUATION. 

‘The girls on strike at the plant 
say that they are kept standing at\their 
work and are not allowed those intervals 
of rest which are necessary to a woman's 
health. They say, further, that they are. 
fined exorbitantly for breaches of: disci-. 
pline. Finally, they say that their cloak 
and toilet rooms are in a foul and danger- 
ous condition. 

The investigation consequent on the strike 
probably will show whether. or not these 
charges correspond to the facts. Details, : 
however, should not be allowed to obscure 
main issnes. In this case the main issue 
is: Need an employer feel any obligation 
to take such measures toward. his young. 
women employés as will make it possible. 
for them to preserve their physical health 
ahd their’ moral character? There seems 
to be. reason to believe that in many fac- 
tories in Chicago girls are working with- 
out the conveniences’ which decency de- 
mands aud «without the supervision which 
a regard for the dangers of youth would 
impose. Under such circumstancés, es-. 
pecially when night work is common, the 
wonder grows that the morale of factory 
girls ‘is as high as it is. 

The attempt now being made to improve 


the condition of the Deering girls by means | messenger. 


of organization is not likely in itself to reach 
the end proposed.
